Workman Causes Explosion Which Fatally

Hunts for Fresh Victims. 


Once more the mob moved on to fresh 
victories, but at the 4 of the 
Third Precinct, No. 300 Dearborn street, it 
met its final repulse. Lieut. Joel Smith was 
in command there, and when the gang came 
pouring in on him he drew his officers 
across the polling-place, which was secure- 
ly boarded up, and told it it could not get 
in. He was threatened and entreated, told 
that he would lose his job if he resisted, 
and the red ribbons were flaunted in his 
face, but he was firm, and the mob finally 
believed him in earnest and went away. 
The regular judges and clerks of the Third 
Precinct were the only ones in the First 
Ward who remained in their polling-place 
when the polls closed last night. 

The Fourth Precinct,. No. 515 Wabash 
avenue, the home of City Clerk Van Cleave, 
the leader of the county faction in the 
ward, was the next point af attack. Big 
Sandy,” wo was now in control of the mob, 
thought it wise to try a) little strategy 
and not take the chance of a repulse such 
as he had received from Lieut. Smith. 

So he divided his forces ahd sent half to 
attack in front. It was not much of a fight, 
as the county forces were not organized on 
a war basis, and the chief desire of the po- 
lice seemed to be t@see fair play. But still 
the front of the polling-place was well bar- 
ricaded, and the city forces might have been 
kept off for some time, but suddenly the 
other half, led by Big Sandy" himself, 
broke through a door in the rear, and the 
matter was over in a moment. The judges 
and clerks were thrown out bodily, al- 
though not beaten as badly as might have 
been expected under the cirqumstances, dnd 
new judges and clerks put in their places. 
So it was that at 2:30 p. m. the city forces 
held all the polling-places except one in the 
First Ward, having captured them by force 
of strong arms and ugly-looking clubs and 
brass knuckles, 


Gleason Starts Business Again,

But he did not have to shoot, for as the 
city gang rounded the corner of the Great 
Northern Hotel Into Quincy street the mem- 
bers ran into the arms of 100 stalwart police- 
men, with Capt. Dutton at their head, and 
were told they must move on. Fora moment 
they could not understand it and offered to 
light the police. But after a few heads had 
been cracked and one pistol fired in the air 
they began to appreciate the fact that the 
order of the day had been changed. One 
drunken rough insisted that his red ribbon 
protected him from all police control and 


had to be well clubbed asa result, Then the 


ridters withdrew across the street and sul- 
ienly looked at the long line of blue coats 
guarding the polling place. 

Just then 5 — — Perry and ex-Ald. Ep- 
stean drove up in a showy barouche. They 
had a short talk with’Lieut. Reed and then 
came across the street. 

At's all up here, boys,“ said Perry. The 
police won't have it,“ and his followers slow- 
ly returned to their old quarters in the 
shadow of the Harrison Street Police Station, 

“That was good police work,’ said a re- 
porter for Tur Tuber to an officer stand- 
ing by. 

“It was therfirst time we have had orders 
to act,“ was the reply. 

“The Hon.” Michack Kenna, somietimes 
known as Hinky Dink,“ looked at the 
trouble at No. 125 Van Buren street from the 
safe ground of the door of his own saloon 
across the street, dndiafter it was all over 
turned to a reporter for Tun TRIBUNE and 
remarked: “This is disgraceful.” 

A wild rumor flew around last night that 
City Clerk Van Cleave Rad been hurt in the 
leg which was recently broken during the 
row at the First Ward: primaries and would 
not be able to attend the convention today. 
It caused consternation among the county 
people, as Van Cleave is expected to see to 
it that a roll-call is had on the election of a 
Temporary Chairman. The story, however, 
proved to be false. 

„They said,” remarked the City Clerk, 
‘that a man named Patterson struck me, 
but he is walking the streets tonight, so I 
guess the story is false,”’ 

Speaking of the disposition of the delegates 
in the convention today Van Cleave, who 1s 
Secretary of the Central committee, said: 

here is not room on the floor of the hall 
for the delegates and contestants both. All 
that can be done is to allow those who have 
properly signed credentials on the floor and 
send the cantestants into the gallery.”

Ex-Policeman Stops the Voting. 
There was no bloodshed in the Second 
Ward. nor for that matter, was there any 
fighting. But as far as squabbles and 
strange political doings go they were in- 
numerable. At the close of the polls both 
sides of the factional fight claimed to be 
the recipients of ‘the majority of the votes 
cast, both sides asserted their.supremacy, 
and both sides were told by the police to be 
quiet. ee 
In the First District the polls closed at 2:15 
o'clock in the afternoon, and not another 
ballot was east during the entire day. This 
state of affairs was brought about by a thin- 
visaged young man named James Devine, 
who lives at No. 1462 Indiana avenue. Hels 
an ex-policeman, having been appointed dur- 
ing the Washburne a(iministration. When 
he appeared in the voters’ line and attempted 
to cast his ballot he was charged with be- 
ing a Democrat. He tlenied the challenge, 
said he was a Republican, had always been 
so, and said his father had been at one time 
the only trish Republican in the Second 
Ward. As for himself, he had been born thir- 
ty-two years ago in the ward, had always 
lived there, and considered he had a right to 
vote. He was challenged, however, by men 
who said he was a Democrat, and as Judges 
Wellborn and Searle stood by the challenge, 
and Judge Daniel May did not, ex-Policeman 
Devine took up his seat in a nice easy chair 
in front of the booth window and refused to 

stir. He staid there until the polls closed. 
"hen the polis did close Judges Wellborn 
*. Searle opened the door of the booth, 
looked about them, and then hastily ran 


south on Wabash avenue, not stopping to 


count the ballots. The other judge, Daniel 
May, then stepped to the door of the booth 
and asked that witndsses be called to see 
that he and his clerk, J. T. Smith, counted the 
ballots honestly. The! count resulted in the 
J. P. Smith or city ticket receiving 112 votes 
to 46 for the Martin Best or county ticket. 
As the count began the second clerk, James 
Mansfield, took his departure, remarking he 
did not care to remain if the other fellows 
had gone. Then Judge May sat down and 
wrote out cretlentials for the Smith ticket, 


‘locked up the little palling booth, and went 


home, 

Judge Weliborn, wha was afterwards seen, 
made sensational charges against May and 
the police. | 

“When about 2 o'clock May saw the county 
faction would win,“ said Wellborn, he 
turned to Searle, Mansfield, and myself and 
offered us each $100 to let the voting be 
fixed for the tity or Smith ticket. We re- 
fused and he drew his gun on me and threat- 
ened to shoot.” | 

Perry Hull Works All Day. 

Perry Hull ¢arried the Third Ward in the 
interests of the city faction. In perhaps no 
ward in the city were city employés more in 
evidence. The first little fight occurred be- 
tween 2 and 3 o'clock, when a man named 
Karoski, either purposely or accidentally, 
kicked Perry Hull, Deputy Sheriff Charlie 
Jones, who is one of Hull's lieutenants, 
knocked the man down,: but the police said 
nothing. Later in the afternoon a young 
man named W. H. Stridiron was taking a 
voter to the poll when he was assaulted by 
one of Hull's followers. 

The county faction had everything its own 
way in the Fourth Ward, and elected its del- 
egates without any opposition. Ald. Mad- 
den, it was said by the politicians, had an 
implied agreement that there should be no 
opposition to his ticket in the Fourth Ward 
nor to the Swift ticket In the Eleventh Ward. 

From the first the two factions could not 


agree in the Second District of the Sixth 


Ward. According to the city faction, headed 
by William Murphy ag lieutenant for James 
A. Hogan) the polling-phace was conducted 
unfairly by judges under the heel of the 
county faction. Murphy set up a new poll- 
ing place on the nearest corner, where voters 
were dire¢ted until 6 o'clock, when the city 
polls were moved two blocks further away. 
The polling-place No. 464 Thirty-eighth court 
Was surrounded all the afternoon by a large 
crowd. Both sides were represented and 
blows were imminent several times. John 
Davis weht to vote brandishing a revolver, 
with which, he threatened to do.up any one 
who should dare to vote for the city. 
Fraeas in the Ninth. 

Matters came to a head in the Ninth Ward 
soon after the polls opened at 1 o’clock, when 
Michael Kelléy was assaulted at the First 
District. Trouble had been brewing all day 
between the city and county factions, and 
Kelley, who was a city challenger, was 
made the center of the attack. The county 
crowd gathered arountl him and pushed him 
off the sidewalk. In falling Kelley struck 
his head against the hub of a wagon, inflict- 
ing a severe scalp wound, He was removed 
in an ambulance to the County Hospital. 

At this point the city faction decided to 
quit the place, and accordingly removed its 
voting place to the red of Frank Schubert's

To- 
wards 7 o'clock the county had another 
quiet meeting at No. 1235 Madison street, 
and, ‘unobserved by their opponents, man- 
aged to cast a vote of 35 for their ticket. 

In the Twenty-second Ward the issue ap- 
peared to he chiefly as to the approval or 
disapproval of County Commissioner 
Charles Burmeister, who was a candidate 
in the Fourth District. Ald, Henry Sehen- 
dorf was his opponent, Sixteen policemen 
were on the grounds. The other polling 
places were comparatively quiet. . 

Otto Reese, a county candidate in the Sec- 
ond District, claimed to have n assaulted 
early in the afternoon by four men at Goethe 
and Wells streets, who pushed him into the 
gutter, tore his coat, and stole 1,500 tickets, 
together with his registry sheets. 

Disturbances in the Twenty-third. 

In thé Twenty-third Ward there were sev- 
eral minor disturbances. When the polls at 
No. 63 Hill street were opened a rush of 
about 300 voters was made for the booth. 
John Kilcourse, brother of the delegate from 
the Fourth District, objected to George H. 
Hawkinson voting. Hawkinson is a man 
‘about 60 years old and asserted he had lived 
in the district for the last thirty years. The 
objection of Kilcourse, who was a ticket ped- 
dier for the city faction, was quickly fol- 
lowed up by a blow aimed at the old man, 
but which never found a resting place, for 
he was taken in hand by Sergt. Fink and 
sent to the East Chicago Avenue Station. 

The City Hall faction, headed by State 
Treasurer Wulff's forces, carried the pri- 
maries in the Twenty-seventh, Ward. Al- 
though lively interest was sffown little 
trouble occurred, but one instance of II- 
feeling being shown. ‘This would probably 
have resulted in a small sized row had not 
the cooler heads interfered and stopped the 
fracas. The participants in the trouble were 
Herman Ulrich, a patrol wagon driver of the 
Thirty-sixth Precinct, and William R. Par- 
sons. A dispute arose between these two 
men, which was followed by blows. The 
fight, however, was quickly stopped by the 
bystanders before much injury was done. 

There was considerable trouble and some 
slugging in the Twenty-eighth Ward. In 
the Second District Ald. Sayle and his follow- 
ers, aided by the police ade a determined 
effort to prevent all friends of the county 
faction from reaching the polis. Up to 6:30 
only eight persons had. been able to run the 
gantlet of sluggers lined up before the vot- 
ing-place. ; 

Soon after the opening of the polls a stout 
stick was inserted in the latch of the door 
on the outside, locking the judges in the 
room, while a guard was maintained on the 
outside to prevent the door being opened. 

The city men then secured a drygoods box 
and placed it in an alley adjoining the poll- 
ing-place, and opened polls of their own, 
using a soap box to receive the ballots. None 
but those favorable to the city faction were 
allowed to vote, 

In the Third District a window was 
smashed, and Col. Tourtelotte, one of the 
judges, was dragged out and kicked and 
beaten almost to insensibility. He was then 
taken to the police station and locked up. 

In the Sixth District of the Twenty-ninth 
Ward the city won. Early in the day Tim 
Hogan went to the polling-place, broke down 
the doors, and entered the place with his 
friends, but beyond that there was no trou- 
ble. Whether it was prearranged or not is 
unknown, but just before the Seventh Dis- 
trict polls opened Constable Cunningham 
arrested Anton’ Paphal, one of the judges, 
on a warrant issued by Justice Fitzgerald. 
The charge was disorderly conduct, the 
complainant being Emil. Rosenberg, who 
said Paphal and his associate judge, Charles 
Hermam had threatened to hin bim. Her- 
man was not arrested, and P al’s vase 
Ald. Mereant, after 
throwimg out the judges at No. 243 Sixty- 
first street, concentrated his forces at the 
FKighth District in his ight with Dineen and 
West. His efforts caused a fight, during 
which the police arrested John Payne, John 
©’ Brien, N. R. Pryor, N. A. Horbeau, and 
H. Hall. They represented both factions. 
The result of the contest was a defeat for 
Mercham. In the Third District John Zum- 
bretta, a city man, was arrested by Officer 
Keating for intimidating voters. He was 
locked up in the Stock-Yards Station on a 
disorderly charge.

The county ‘faction was victorious in the 
Thirty-second Ward, securing all of the 
delegates they laid claim to before the fight 
of the day had begun. Although the con- 
test was bitter the day passed with little or 
no violence, and what few arguments were 
broached which might have led to trouble 
were promptiy quelled by the police. The 
victory of the county faction was a decisive 
one, although the city -wing comes out with 
a fair working majority in the ward. 

In the Second Primary District the fight 
was specially warm. At that place the 
county forces were led by Ald. Mann, who 
hadanarray of political talent pitted against 
him for the city faction. The district was 
carried, however, by Ald. Mann. In’ the 
Fifth District, at Forty-third street and 
Cottage Grove avenue, interest lasted until 
the last ballot was deposited in the box, 
but the county faction was successful 
with a fair margin. The Sixth District was 
a repetition of the Fifth. In the Third Dis- 
trict, at Forty-third street and Indiana ave- 
nue, Joseph P. Braden led the county fac- 
tion and his own candidacy for drainage 
trustee. Dennis Slattery, the man who made 
two different affidavits, was on hand and 
changed for the third time in the fight, con- 
testing all during the day with the county 
forces, which came somewhat as a surprise 
to the city managers. Braden, however, was 
suc@essful by a fair majority, electing all 
three delegates. In the First District the 
scenes were changed, there being no con- 
test. Last Saturday evening a meeting was 
held and a compromise was effected where- 
by Maj. A. W. Clancy was placed upon the 
ticket to represent the city, and County 
Treasurer D. H. Kochersperger for the coun- 
ty. Considerable interest was shown not- 
withstanding only 150 votes were cast. 

In the Tenth District, however, the closest 
battle was fought. This is Health Com- 
‘missioner Kerr’s district, and one that, 
heretofore, he has been defeated in by the 
Mann faction by an overwhelming majority. 
This time, however, the city wing won by 
seven votes and vindicated Commissioner 
Kerr so that he can lay claim to his own 
primary district. 


CIVIC FEDERATION ON THE WATCH. 


Secretary Easley Expects to Obtain 
Evidence of Infractions of the Law. 


The Civic Federation tock an active part 


in the primary elections of yesterday. It 
had twenty detectives distributed through 
the city, not to preserve order nor to make 
arrests, but to use their eyes and ears and 
collect testimony for future use. The wards 
they were required to watch particularly 
were the First, Second, Third, Fifth, Sixth, 
Twenty-third, Twenty-ninth, and Thirtieth. 
They will report the result of their labors this 
morning to Secretary Easley, and to the Po- 
litical committee this afternoon. At is ex- 
pected they will have a great many infrac- 
tions’ of the law tovreport. 

These precautions have been taken by the 
Political committee, of which ex-Judge Col- 
uns is the Chairman, with a view of secu 
ing a decision of the Supreme Court on the 
validity of the primary law. Secretary Bas- 
ley said it was expected that this object 
would be effected by originating prosecu- 
tion’ for infractions of the law. When he 
was asked how he could compel offenders to 
appeal when convicted he was unable to gay 
how it eduld be done. He said the detectives 
were instructed to tet evidence, if possible,

The Chicago bar does not seem to be tak- 
ing any great amount of interest in the ques- 
tion of the Judge to be elected this fall. 
Attorneys say the reason is that, although 
the position is important, the distinguished 
lawyers of the city no longer seek the place. 
and that it is owing to this, perhaps, that the 
list of Republican candidates are not above 
the average in qualifications. Attorneys 
talk about the candidates much after this 
fashion: 

W. H. Garrison of the Twelfth Ward, they 
Say, has neither the knowledge of the law 
nor the experience to entitle him to the po- 
sition. Farlin Q. Ball of Oak Park, they 
say, would make a fairly good Judge, but 
has been an unsuccessful candidate a num- 
ber of times. 

Regarding F. A. Herring of the Thirty- 
second Ward, they say he has always 
been an active Republican. His profession- 
ai standing is good. He is a German-Ameri- 
can. 

John A. Henry of Englewood, ex-County 
Attorney, is a staunch Republican, and 
would make a good Judge, they say. While 
not seeking the nomination, he would ac- 
cept it. 

Ell B Felsenthal, who lives on the South 
Side, is reported to he a candidate, but his 
fellow lawyers don’t seem to be indorsing 
him. John T. Long, who is said to be a can- 
didate, is little known. W. A. Shaw of the 
West Side is only moderately well known. 

Edward F. Comstock of the Twenty-fifth 
Ward, Lake View, is looked upon favorably 
by many. His reputation is excellent, and 
his professional standing good. He is 50 
years old, capable of a great deal of hard 
work, and a stanch Republican.

First came the surpliced choir of 
Gethsemane Church, then Secretary Hutch- 
ins of the House of Deputies and Secretary 
Hart of the House of Bishops, accompanied 
by the Rev. J. J. Faude, rector of Geth- 
wee The long line of Bishops clad in 
their rich vestments and degree hoods then 
appeared, headed by Bishop F. R. Mills- 
paugh of Kansas, the junior Bishop, his 
apostolic brethren following in the order of 
their consecration, and the rear being 
brought up by Bishop Whipple of Minneapo-

Some of the principal changes made in

The first article relates to the organiza- 
tion of the general convention, and changes 
its name to General Synod.”

ishop is certain to be an old man, who can 
ardly attend the conventions. 

In Art. 3 the synod is made the supreme 
legislative body of the church and Bishops 
Klone are to compose the court for the trial 
of a Bishop. 

The power to revise or define doctrines is 
taken from the General Synod and lodged 
with the Bishops alone. The House of 
Bishops is made the final court of appeals.

TEACH ART TO ALL THE CHILDREN. 


Methods in Vogue Show Good Results at 
Public Scheel Exhibit. 

The art display of the Chicago public 
schools is a large one, containing several hun- 
dred drawings and other specimens of child 
handiwork. Some of these might stand for 
examples of very primitive art. Many are 
surprisingly excellent, both in conception and 
in detail of execution, Al! show unmistak- 
ably what a great advance has been made in 


the teaching of art. 

The exhibition shows the work of the small- 
est and youngest pupils done. with scissors 
and colored papers; aiso the remarkably well 
made drawings and designs of the pupils of 
the eighth grade. In addition to the work of 
public school pupils there is an exhibit from 
the Teachers’ Training School and another 
from the Deaf Mute Sehool. 

For the first of these classes some simple 
story is read to the child, who is told to illus- 
trate some point or in¢ident of the tale. He 
cuts his picture from white paper and pastes 
it on a sheet of some bright color. The show- 
ing of this kind of work includes representa- 
tions of houses, trees, horses, cows, dogs, 
birds, men, women, and children, singly and 
in groups. The pencil and crayon drawings 
also include many and various subjects, and 
all of the work shows gradual advance in 
skill from grade to grade. 

The work shown by pupils of the sixth, sev- 
enth, and eight grades deals mainly with the 
same class of objects. There is, however, a 
gradually increasing number of drawings 
irom, the human figure.

| NEW JURY ON STEALS. 


IT MAY BE SELECTED TO PROBE 
ALLEGED WATER. THEFTS. 


— 


September Body Ignores the Evidence 
and Dropa the Investigation Sum- 
marily—Action Disgusts Those Who 
Have Made the Inquiry at the Stock 
Yards—Jurors Opposed to Follow- 
ing It Up Carry the Day—Indict- 
ments Returned in Pacik Case. 


The September grand jury having yester- 
day decided not to consider the alleged water 
steals at the Stock-Yards by the packers 
it now seems certain Judge Payne will com- 
mit the whole matter to the consideration 
of a special grand jury. 

President Baker of the Civie Federation 
counsels it and that part of the grand jury 
now sitting favorable to a rigid investiga- 
tion has also indicated to the court its desire 
for decisive action. 

The calling of a special grand jury bos 
the indorsement of residents in the Stock- 
Yards district, who believe the failure of the 
present grand jury to handle the alleged 
Steals in a summary manner will warrant 
the packers in again depriving them of their 
water supply. Everybody conversant with 
the disclosures feels that in calling a special 
grand jury is to be found the surest way of 
bringing the guilty to justice. 

There is hardly a doubt that the special 
venire will be issued without delay. From 
the experience of the passing grand jury, 
which admits itself incapable of probing 
these scandals to the bottom, it is inferred 
that for this important work a jury of 
marked intelligence will be selected. This 
situation is the result of a flasco scored at 
the close of yesterday’s sitting, when the 
grand jury decided by a vote of 14 to 7 “to 
close the water investigation for want of any 
evidence.“ The vote was construed by See- 
retary Gestfeld and his followers as a per- 
sonal victory achieved by their consistent 
opposition from the start. To the men who 
have fought for an investigation, however, 
the decision was accepted as an assurance 
that the question would be passed on to a 
body more competent. 

The fate of the investigation was deter- 
mined at the time the Civic Federation wit- 
nesses were before the grand jury. Instead 
of asking President Baker and Attorney 
Rush to submit the best evidence they pos- 
sessed the jurors who wanted no investigar 
tion consumed the time by asking trivial 
questions. Of each it was asked: 

“Did you see any water flowing through 
those pipes?“ 

When President Baker saw that his strong- 
est evidence was being disregarded he at- 
— to volunteer facts that he thought 
vital. 

Ike Rivers was on his feet instantly, his 
arms waving wildly. 

„Mr. Foreman,“ he shouted, “I object to 
witnesses going out of the line of regular 
questions. Let them confine their testimony 
to the direct questions of the jurors,” 


Disgwusts President Baker. 


With such methods of getting at facts 
President Baker concluded that a better jury 
might be found to give the water cases a 
hearing. He resolved to use the influence of 
the body he represented to secure the im- 
paneling of a special grand jury. 

Yesterday's session was the most stormy 
of recent grand jury meetings. It began to 
boil the minute the water case was men- 
tioned. The Pucik case was first called. 
While a witness was before the grand jury 
State's-Attorney Kern entered the room and 
sat down. At the conclusion of the testi- 
mony he said: 

“Gentlemen, the Corporation Counsel, Mr. 
Beale, is down in my office, in answer to 
your summons, and being’ busy today he 
would like to be heard at once. He requests 
that he be called before your honorable body 
as the first witness in the city water case.“ 

“All right.“ 

Sure thing.“ 

“We'll. hear him.“ 

The responses were muttered aloud by a 
half dozen jurors. The State’s-Attorney went 
out to bear the news to the Corporation 
Counsel. 

Juror Hogan moved the next minute that 
instead of talking to a lawyer not conversant 
with facts the jury call in witnesses 
from the City Water Department. The storm 
broke in an instant. A dozen jurors clawed 
the air. They protested it would be discour- 
tesy to hear any one before the Corporation 
Counsel. 

“Gentlemen, gentlemen,” Secretary Geste- 
feld pleaded. 

He got a hearing. 

“If a complaint is drawn in this case it 
must be drawn by the City of Chicago, 
and——”’ 


He Did Not Finish. 


“The City of Chicago has made no com- 
plaint,“ shouted Juror Hogan. It will 
make no complaint. The grand jury does 
not work under it—we work for the county, 
and if any complaint is made it will emanate 
from the State of Illinois.”’ 

The speaker’s voice began to reach a shrill 
frenzy. 

“Wha is this Corporation Counsel?” Juror 
Hogan thundered. “What has the grand 
jury to do with him? It is not within my 
recollection’ that any subpcena was issued 
for him by this body. If it was I do not 
know of it. But who is Mr. Beale that he 
should take precedence of all witnesses in 
this important hearing? What does he know 
of fact? Has he visited the Stock-Yards to 
secure us evidence? If not how can he 
pass on evidence before it has been heard? 
Besides, by what right does the Corporation 
Counsel attempt to pass on anv evidence for 
this body? Has he authority tor counseling 
us as grand jurors? It is an attempt to out- 
rage the traditions of this honorable insti- 
tution. It is a usurpation of powers not 
vouchsafed the State’s-Attorney himself, 
who is furnished by the State to perform his 
limited functions. But even the State’s- 
Attorney has no power to pass on the le- 
gality of evidence—even he must by law re- 
tire from the jury-room .while the grand 
jurors are performing their solemn and sa- 
cred function of passing on the sufficiency 
of fact. Where are our facts? Let us take 
no counsel with this usurper.” * 

In spite of this argument the jurors voted 
to hear Mr. Beale before it asked for an iota 
of evidence. He told them he had “talked 
with Commissioner Kent and frankly he 
didn't think there were any facts to warrant 
a conviction of the water thieves.”’ 

H. H. Kohlsaat was called, and except 
frum the columns of his paper knew nothing. 

Commissioner Kent next went before the 
tody, and he said he relied on what the Cor- 
poration Counsel assured. him, that there 
was no evidence to warrant an indictment. 
What facts were known, he said, were in 
the hands of Supt. A. R. Porter, who had 
conducted the investigation for him. Mr. 
Forter was called next and he left the mat- 
ter to the judgment of Commissioner Kent, 
who thought the evidence was inadequate. 

Then the innings of the men who thought 
they had evidence to indict and convict 
followed. President Baker told of the in- 
vestigations of the Civic Federation and the 
facts and witnesses it had discovered. He 
answered queries as to the motive of his 
organization for taking up the fight by read- 
ing from his report to the Executive commit- 
tee of the Civic Federation. What he read 
was, in part: 

Complaints from Town of Lake. 

For some time past ‘property-owners from the 
Town of Lake, especially south and west of the 
Stock-Yards, have complained of the continu- 
ous lack of water supply. They could seldom get 
water in the second stories of their houses and

Chicago, Last fall, on the north sie 
third street, at Nelson Morris’ estr lishment, a 
six-inch pipe running into a reservoir was cut off 
by private parties before the city had time to 
reach the scene. : 

Attorney G. Fred Rush, employed ay the 
federation to handle its case, having submit- 
ted the following report of his work, it was 
also read by President Baker: 

A twelve-inch pipe without a meter was found 
connected with the city water main and running 
into a large duplex pump in Armour’s engine 
room No. 10. Branching from this twelve-inch 
pipe also were two other pipes connecting with 
two smaller pumps, one of which had a meter on 
it. The large pump was found in use at all times 
for two weeks. When first observed the large 
duplex pump and the small west pump were in 
action. The meter was not registering, though 
watched for half an hour. The meter was in 
god condition, because at that same time it 
registered all right when the east small pump 
was in action. The battery of boilers were using 
water, because when the city main was shut off 
for a few minutes there was immediate and 
great consternation in the engine and boiler room 
on account of want of water. 

On Center avenue, just south of Forty-third 
street and under one of the Armour bulldings, is 
u reservoir into which led a large eight-inch pipe 
in plain yiew and discharging water into the 
reservoir. This pipe has since been removed. 
During Sunday, Aug. 18, on one of the Holly 
fire hydrants belonging to the city were observ 
to be connected two three-inch hoses, which we 
run into the cistern near by. These’ were con- 
nected and had water running through them dur- 
ing the entire day. This was in front of the 
Armour buildings on Packers avenue, near Forty- 
third street.

On Forty-second street, connected to the fire hy- 
drant about seventy-five feet west of Loomis 
Street, was a six-inch pipe, without a meter, run- 
ning into a reservoir in the establishment of Nelson 
Morris & Co. If the estimate of Assistant City En- 
gineer Erickson is correct, it is possible for that 
pipe to have discharged $43,000 worth of water in 
the year at the lowest charge for water in that 
district. On the west side of Justine street, about 
seventy-five feet north of Forty-second street, con- 
nected with the city hydrant and running into 
Darling & Co.’s engine room, s found a four- 
inch pipe without a meter. Also running into 
Darling & Co.’s engine room was found another 
four-inch pipe coming from Exchange avenue, 
also without a meter. These two connections were 
discovered by A. R. Porter, the capable and trust- 
worthy representative of the City of Chicago. 

At Forty-second and Justine streets is a meter 
which measures the water running into Swift & 
Co. s glue-house on one side and the wool-house 
on the other. The fire valve here was found wide 

open, though the city seal was upon it. It seems 
t the pipe was practically without a meter. 
the south side of Forty-second street, about 
seventy-five feet east of Justine street, in front 
of Swift & Co.'s glue-house, were found evidences 
of a recent disconnection with the city main. 
These evidences were a twelve-inch elbow found 
in the hole near a twelve-inch lead from the city 


i 


main, which had a valve at the end, and a hole in 


the wall cf the glue-hous mortared up. On Pack- 
ers avenue, at the northeast corner of Swift & Co.'s 
north house, was dug up an old meter connected 
to a three-inch pipe which bore evidence of hay- 
ing been recently disconnected. This meter seems 
to have been out of order and unknown to the city. 
Also at that game point has been discovered a con- 
nection with the city main running towards Swift 
& Co.'s without a meter. But this has not yet 
been followed up. 

Under these circumstances it has been necessary 
to work slowly in making this investigation, and 
as is well known by you the sources of our infor- 
mation have been corrupted by parties interested 
until it is becoming difficult, if not impossible, to 
develop results. The investigation is now at a 
point where enough has been learned to make a 
grand jury investigation effective and exceedingly 
likely to develop important discoveries.

President Diaz of Mexico has been quoted 
as being opposed to the fight taking place in 
Mexico, but Bob Pate, the well-known St.

President Stuart of the Florida Athletic 
club when seen by newspaper men tonight 
was as cool and unruffied as he has always 
been, notwithstanding the heavy financial 
loss the change in his plans will entail. When 
asked what his next move would be he said: 
“It is too soon for me to say positively. All 
Lean say is the contest will come off.

Republican Convention of Nebraska 
Finishes Its Work in Two Hours. 
For Supreme Court Judge

Lincoln, Neb., Oct. 2.—[Special.]—Only six 
of ninety Nebraska counties were unrepre- 
sented in today’s Re- 
publican State con- 
vention, and they 
were small back 
counties. It Was the 
most, in fact the first, 
harmonious Repub- 
lican ‘convention in 
Nebraska for years. 
The call contemplat- 
ed a convention of 
1,057 delegates, and 
few were absent. The 
convention finished 
its business in less 


JUDGE r. J. NORVALL. than two hours, 
whereas it is accustomed to consume from 
six to twenty-four. John L. Webster of 
Omaha was made Chairman and W. H. Har- 
rison of Hall and George J. Woods of Lan- 


caster Secretaries. 

Nomination speeches were eschewed and 
Chief Justice T. J. Norvall of Seward was 
renominated by acclamation for the Su- 
preme bench. C. H. Morrill of Lancaster 
was renominated for Regent of University 
in the same manner, while the place of Re- 
gent Knight, who has manifested symptoms 
of Populism, was filled by the nomination of 
H. L. Gould of Keith County. 

The platform reported by the Committee 
on Resolutions was long and elicited no 
cohtention. It reaffirms the principles of the 
Minneapolis platform and adds: 

The spread of fallacies of Populism permitted 
the restoration of Democracy and the results have 
been manifested in our paralyzed industries, re- 
duced wages, and the enactment of the Wilson 
bill, a measure so obnoxious that it was denounced 
by a Democratic —— as one of perfidy and 
dishonor and which afforded us no protection and 
insufficient revenues. The election of a Republic-: 
an Congress last year hag been a stimulus to trade 
and revived our industries, and indicates that 
the people are ready to join in the restoration of 
the McKinley tariff and the policy of reciprocity. 

The platform declares in favor of the 
largest use of both gold and silver possible, 
and denounces all legislation tending to 
eithes a gold or silver monometallism, favor- 
ing a dollar of equal debt-paying and pur- 
chasing power. It denounces the foreign 
policy of the administration and the cow- 
ardly abandonment of the principles of our 
fathers’ treatment of European aggressions. 
It extends sympathy to Cuba in its struggle 
for liberty, and demands, in the event Spain 
attempts to carry out her expressed deter- 
mination to make the existing war one of 
extermination, prompt recognition of Cubas 
belligerent rights. The government is 
asked to cede to the State all unsold public 
lands within its borders for the advance- 
ment of irrigation, and to pass a national, 
law regulating the settlement of water

‘TO PRISON FOR LIFE. 


WILLIAM E HINSHAW GUILTY OF 
MURDERING HIS WIFE. 


Jury Oat Only Two Hours When It 
Brings In a Verdict—First Ballot 
Stood Eleven for Convictton—The 
Prisoner Takes His Sentence Coolly 

Hand His Face Shows No Sign of His 
Feelings—His Attorneys Will Ask 
for a New Trial—Northwest News. 


Danville, Ind., Oct. 2.—-[Special. William 
E. Hinshaw is guilty of the murder of his 
wife and will spend the remainder of his 
life in prison, Such is the verdict of the 
jury after being out two hours and twenty 
minutes. 


Mr. Spaan concluded his argument at noon, 
and court adjourned until 1 oclock, when 
Judge Hadley gave hisinstructions. At2:20 
the jury retired, and at 4:40 they brought in 
a verdict. On the first ballot they stood 
eleven for conviction and one for acquittai. 
This one stood out to feel the sentiment. 

There was some little discussion over 
whether he should be found guilty in the 
first or the second degree, but when the jury 
emerged from the private room court at- 
tendants knew the defendant had been found 
guilty. 

The defendant was brought up from jail 
by the Sheriff; and he walked as lightly as 
if at a pleasure gathering, for he believed he 
would be acquitted. 

He took his seat and the verdict was read, 
but not a muscle in his face changed. He 
did not so much as blink his eyes more rap- 
idly. Three brothers were around him, and 
they were also immovable. The jury was 
polled and every man replied that it was his 
verdict. Some women in the crowd cried. 

The Judge dismissed the jury. Hinshaw 
was led from the court-room only showing 
the strain he was under by a weakened knee, 
and the great trial was over. 

Jan. 10 last William E. Hinshaw was found 
on the road in front of his house in Belle- 
ville, Hendricks County,’ with seventeen 
razor cuts on his person and two pistol 
wounds. He said robbers had entered the 
house and shot his wife. He had engaged 
in a deadly encounter with them and they 
had inflicted the wounds before leaving. He 
directed those who found him to hunt his 
wife, and she was found unconscious with a 
bullet in her head. She lived sixteen hours, 
but never spoke. .Hinshaw lay in bed for 
ten days and was then well. 

His story was believed at first, then sus- 
picion began to grow that the burglar story 
was not reasonable. In the snow on the 
ground his tracks could be seen, but ho 
tracks of a burglar. His conduct was flip- 
pant and he continued to preach. 

He was popular with the women and it was 
common talk he was a very light-hearte-4 
widower. The grand jury convened and he 
was indicted, arrested, and lay in jail since 
May. His friends gathered around him and 
visited him constantly in jail. 

Sept. 4 his trial commenced, his attorneys 
being Duncan & Smith of Indianapolis, Ho- 
gate & Clark, and James O. Parker of Dan- 
ville. The State’s-Attorney, O. E. Gully, 
was assisted by Cofer & Hadley and Henry 
Spaan of Indianapolis. 

The trial has covered four weeks, one 
week of which time was lost through the 
sickness of a juror. The trial has been most 
bitterly contested, there being expert tes- 
timony of the highest order on the point 
cf whether the woman could have walked 
and talked after receiving the fatal wound 
in the head. Both sides had expert testi- 
mony on this. : 

The case was argueg five days and one 
half most exhaustively and the short time 
the jury was out showed that the jury de- 
termined every point as they went along. 
The verdict meets public approval. When 
the defendant refused to go on the stand 
in his own behalf there was nothing more 
needed to convince most people that he was 
guilty, although a hanged jury was the most 
they expected out of the trial. Hinshaw’s 
attorneys will immediately file an applica- 
tion for a new trial, which, if granted, wiil 
result in a change of venue.

LET THERE BE PEACE IN THE QONVEN- 
TION. | 

Today the Republican convention meets. 
It is the earnest hope of the overwhelming 
majority of those who under ordinary cir- 
cumstances would vote for. its candidates 
that the furious strife of factions which has 
been demoralizing and disgracing the party 
for ‘some weeks will not be carried into the 
convention, and that peace will be kept 
there at least. The Republican voters, 
with the exception of an insignificant frac- 
tion, are neither the seryants nor the ad 
mirers of these struggling spoilsmen. Only 
a few of the members of the party are office- 
hunters, aud they have no sympathy for 
spoils brokers. 

If the latter in their effartsto make them- 
gelves bosses introduce Democratic methods 
into Republican conventions then Repub- 
lican voters, if they can find no other way 
of getting at these factionists, will vote 
against their ticket, or will refuse to vote at 
all. The result will be the weakening and 
probably the defeat of the Republican or- 
ganization. 

The mujority of the Republicans have le- 
spect for law. They haye respect for the 
donstitution which they havg@gadopted for 
their own government. If they see any 
faction electing a new Central committce 
in defiance of that constitution they wu:

Though Prof. Bemis’ name was not men- 
tioned it is well enough understood that the 
severance of his relations with the wnivers- 
ity inspired the announcement made by Dr.

any subject. In no case has any bene- 
factor of the university, from Mr. Rocke- 
feller down, “even uttered a syllable or 
written a word in criticism of any theory ad 
vocated by any professor in any depart- 
ment of the university.“ 

This is a clear and definite statement and 
it is a sufficient answer to the charges which 
have been made in some quarters as to the 
tolicy of the university in its relation to its 
teaching staff, and yet it fails to tell just 
what the public is curious to know. Dr. 
Harper in effect says that Prof. Bemis was 
not asked to resign becauge his views upon 
any. subject differed from those of his asso- 
cintes; that Prof. Bemis has never been con- 
demned for his utterances upon any sub- 
ject, and that no benefactor of the univers- 
ity from the man who has given a dollar up 
to Mr. Rockefeller, who has given millions, 
“has ever uttered a syllable or written a 
word in criticism of any theory” advocated 
by Prof. Bemis. 

This answers the unfriendly criticisms 


answer the question why Prof. Bemis was 
discharged. Notwithstanding President 
Harper long since declared he might have 
to state why that man” wos discharged, 
the reason still remains a mystery, and, al- 
though frequent announcements have been 
made upon Prof. Bemis’ authority that he 
himself would explain it, nothing that he 
has thus far said throws any more light upon 
the answer to the question than Dr. Har- 
per’s latest utterance.

FREE SILVER m THE EIGHTEENTH 518. 
TRICT. 

The Democrats of the Eighteenth Illinois 
Congressional District, composed of Mad- 
ison, Bond, Shelby, Montgomery, Fayette,

Thus this cohvention declared in favor of 
cutting loose from the money standard of 
the civilized commercial world and adopt- 
ing that of China and Mexico. which is in- 
dorsed by Hinrichsen, Peffer, and“ Bloody 
Bridles’ Waite. The/first-named of these 
attended the convention and used all his in- 
fluence to make the delegates commit them- 
selves to bad dollars. His idea is that if 
the Eighteenth District, which went Re- 
publican on last fall’ tidal wave, should 
elect a free silver go-it-alone Democrat 
next month the 50-centers, who have met 
with so many defeats! of late, would pluck 
up courage and the dishonest cause they 
champion make a better showing in this and 


other States next year, 


It is fortunate for him that he is enabled 
to make his fight in a district which is nat- 
urally Democratic—and where the free sil 
ver sentiment has been stronger than else- 
where in the State.

OXYGENATION OF SEWAGE. 

The New York Post says that “while 
towns which are situated near the ocean 
can get rid of their sewage easily without 
detriment to the residents of other places 
that is not the case with towns situated on 
fresh water streams, as are most of those in 
the United States. There the question is 
not merely one of getting rid of the sewage 
but of doing s0,in a way that will not harm 
other people. The drainage of the City of 
Buffalo now takes its course into the Ni- 
agara River and passes into the water sup- 
ply of several other towns, each one of 
which contributes its quota of pollution to 
all below it. The sewage of Buffalo reaches 
Niagara Falls in seven hours, and it is com- 
puted that. each inhabitant at the latter 
point consumes a teaspoonful per day of the 
contents of _Buffalo’s sewers. Also the 
water supply of Buffalo from Lake Erie is 
liable to contamination whenever the wind 
sets strongly from the outflow of the sewers 
to the intake of the aqueduct.” 

The Post thinks the cutting of the Chica- 
go drainage channel opens up the serious 
problem of its effect on the health of the in- 
habitants of the fowns below this city which 
are to “receive in their atmosphere and their 
reservoirs the sewage” of Chicago. : 

In stating the case in this way the Post 
seems to take no necount of nature’s method 
of purifying running water from all sewage 
pollution that is poured into it. The way in 
which it does this may have to be explained 
by scientific men, but there is no doubt as to 
the fact, Take a look at the great Missis- 
sippi River, for instance. That stream is a 
huge ditch into which flows the sewage and 
drainage of a million square miles inhabited 
by twenty to twenty-five million people and 
as many more domestic animals. A hun- 
dred cities pour their filthy sewage into its 
branches, and thousands of towns and mill- 
ions of farm yards and rural families help 
to pollute the streams. Yet by the time the 
water reaches its exit at the Gulf of Mexico 
not a tenth part of one per cent of active 
sewage that flowed into its tributaries re- 
mains suspended in it. All the rest has been 
vaporized and oxydized and passed off into 
the atmosphere in simple innocuous gaseous 
forms of matter. 

Chemical analysis shows that sewage is 
rapidly decomposed in running streams and 
rendered Harmless in the course of a fesv 
miles’ flow. Pettenkofer says this depends 
upon the presence of a large amount of 
oxygen in the water, which he believes to 
be necessary to the action of green algwr 
and other forms of water plants. Several 
years ago it was observed that a sewage 
fungus was abundant near the point where 


the sewage’ yt nag ch enters the Isar, but 
that twelve miles below the water was so 
purified that it i r would support the 
plant.

Lockport, twenty-nine miles below Bridge- 
port, and nearly one-third of the remainder 
in the next four miles, This was with a 
degree of dilution of one-quarter, the pro- 
portion of sewage to lake water being as 
1 to 4, yet Dr. Ranch, Secretary of the State 
Board of Health at that time, wrote: It 
is entirely safe to say that there was no Chi- 
cago sewage pollution of the Illinois River 
ut these points (Peoria and Pekin), and sim- 
flar observations made during the freshet 
period, February and March, 1886, showed 
no trace of Chicago sewage” at those 
“points, 

As the proposed dilution in 1900 will be 
ten times that of 1886, there is no sufficient 
ground for the expressed apprehension of 
harm to dwellers in the Valley of the IIli- 
nois River by the flow of Chicago sewag» 
into the drainage channel. The case may 
be stated in the language used by Mr. G. P. 
Brown in his Drainage Channel and 
Waterway,” as follows: “It is evident 
that Chicago has now adopted the method 
of.sewage disposal which is most efficient, 
economical, and, inoffensive. With a suf- 
ficient dilution of the sewage there will be 
complete purification. This result will“ be 
attained by natural processes, necessarily 
the most successful, and the water of the 
new drainage channel may be expected to 
be as clear and pure at and below Joliet as 
that of the average river,” 


FRANCE IN MADAGASCAR. 

France is paying dear for the gratifica- 
tion of her desire to rival Great Britain in 
the number and extent of her colonies. In 
Madagascar, which she is now attempting 
to bring under her domination, fully 30 
per cent of her troops are incapacitated by 
the fever of the swamps, and though the 
Hovas have made almost no resistance the 
loss of life has been frightful. To Paris 
comes a cry for more troops, and the troops 
will have to be furnished, for it is too late 
for France to retreat. But there is a feel- 
ing, already widespread and growing rapid- 
ly, that it is criminal folly to weaken the 
army at home in order to pursue the dis- 
astrous course of colonization which has 
done France no good, financial or other. 
and yearly costs millions of francs and hun- 
ilreds of lives wasted. When the war 
comes which every Frenchman believes and 
hopes to be inevitable with France’s ancient 
enemy in Berlin, such colonies as Algeria, 
which requires 55,000 soldiers, will be not 
only useless but highly dangerous. If the 
troops are then withdrawn the colonies will 
fall away, and in the event of a successful 
termination of the war will have to be re- 
conquered. 


But of all France’s foreign operations 
those now proceeding in Madagascar are 
most unlucky. The miserable men who 
have been sent from the vineyards of sunny 
France to the dismal swamps of the almost 
impenetrable island are being sacrificed to 
a chimera. They are forced to wander 
around in the unknown country in the hope 
that somewhere they will happen upon a 
new Golconda, whence their masters may 
derive the wealth so sorely needed in the 
War Department in Paris. Probably they 
will never find it, and if they should France 
would not long be allowed to maintain un- 
disturbed possession of it. If it were rich 
enough to serve France greatly it would be 
rich enough to fight for, and England and 
Germany are spoiling for a fight. 
meanwhile it is costing France great stores 
of treasure, the lives of many of her bravest 
men, and the confidence of her citizens, 


IBON MANUFACTURE AT CHICAGO. 
An exchange notes that the commercial 
supremacy of Pittsburg in the iron industry 
is menaced by changes in conditions that 
how are in progress. There is no one place 
where coal and Bessemer ore are found to- 
gether. Hence the choice of best location 
for a furnace depends upon ‘the relative 
quantity and cheapness of coal and ore, and 
this relation is changing under improved 
processes of production which lessen the 
quantity of fuel needed to reduce the tori 
of ore, for which reason the tendency is to 
shift the furnace towards the ore and away 
from the coalfield. The change has been 
accelerated by the conditions of transporta- 
tion. Conservative judges estimate that 
there is a difference of at least fifty cents 
per tou in favor of the shores of Lake Erie 
as compared with Pittsburg. But the large 
manufacturers of that region are not dis- 
posed to yield easily. They have been 
spending millions in order to introduce 
labor-saving machinery so that the new 
competition can be met, and the agitation 
for a ship canal to connect Pittsburg with 
Lake Erie is in the same line of cheapening 
cost, since with such a waterway ore could 
be taken from the lakes to Pittsburg with- 
out transfer and a similar saving be effected 
on the cost of transporting the manu- 
factured product to consuming markets. 

The facts here named are just as forcible 
in their application to the shores of Lake 
Michigan as to those of Lake Erie. They 
are facts for Chicago, and men who are en- 
gaged in the iron trade say there is no spot 
in the United States where iron can be 
made more cheaply than in this city. The 
ore is brought here very cheaply by water 
transportation alone, without the cost and 
delay of intermediate freight transfer, and 
the limestone is right by the side of us, this 
more than compensating for ee cost 
of coal. Then we have here a big market 
for the iron and steel and their products, 
vast quantities being consumed in Chicago, 
which also is the central point of supply to 
immense areas, It has been demonstrated 
that we can build ships at South Chicago as 
cheaply as they can be turned out at any 
other point in the United States, and it 
does not appear that any of the changes 
now in progress will abolish this advantage 
in the future. The men who have prophe- 
sied that Chicago soon must lose its prom- 
inence as an iron and steel manufacturing 
point do not take all the circumstances of 
the case inte account. 

Pittsburg is nearer to the coke regions 
than we are, thus having an advantage in 
the matter of fuel, but has to ship its prod- 
ucts some six hundred miles to get them as 
far west as Chicago, And it is probable 
that even the fuel distinction will be re- 
duced to zero ere long. It is understood 
that the Chicago furnaces are about to in- 
troduce the method recently discovered in 
Germany for desulphurizing common coal 
cheaply. If this be a success it no longer 
will be necessary to bring hither Monon- 
gahela coal and coke from the Pittsburg re- 
gion for use in the iron furnaces. Instead 
ok that the “soft” coal of the mines near 
Chicago can be brought here at very low 
cost, desulphurized at an expense of a few 
conts per ton, and then used in direct proc- 
ess for reducing the ores obtained from the 
Lake Superior region. Then there certainly 
will be no place where iron and steel can be 
produced e eee Chicago or

will be found difficult to compete with the ‘ 


furnaces and factories established at the 
head of Lake Michigan. 


TRESPASSING ON HARRISON'S PRE- 
SERVES. 

An Indianapolis dispatch announces thut 
McKinley and Reed missionaries have mace 
their way into Indiana, and are endeavor- 
ing to gain converts or pervertsthere. This 
is in violation of that unwritten law which 
declares that when a State has a “favorite 
son” trespassing on his territory is a gross 
violation of the courtesies of political life 
and of the rights of “favorite sons.” 

It is not surprising that ex-President 
Harrison should feel aggrieved when he 
learned that rival candidates were making 
stealthy. efforts to steal delegates which he 
hoped to have, especially when the candi- 
dates in question were men who had, as he 
declared, “dug his political grave.” One 
of them—Tom Reed—had failed to preveut 
the passage of heavy appropriation bills iu 
1890, which the President signed. The 
other—Maj. MeKinley—got up an ultra tar- 
iff bill increasing duties excessively, which 
the people have rejected twice, but which 
the President signed without reluctance. 

Probably if it had not been for this in- 
vasion of his territory” he would not have 
felt called on to announce that Reed and 
McKinley are bold, bad men and that the 
Republican party must not nominate them. 
They are “grave diggers,” and must be 
defeated. 

Senator Allison of Iowa, Gov. Morton 
of New York, and other real or alleged can- 
didates have not sent their emissaries 
into Indiana, or if they have done so they 
have not been canght at it yet. Therefore 
Gen. Harrison does not feel obliged to warn 
the party against them. Another reason 
for not doing so is that the ex-President is 
not as afraid of them as he is of the Maine 
and Ohio “favorite sons.” 

In consequence of the discovery of this 
attempt to “steal delegates unusual pre- 
cautions are to be taken. It has been de- 
cided that efforts to frustrate the “public 
sentiment’ which Mr. New says is calling 
for the renomination of Gen. Harrison 
shall be defeated. No person is to be 
chosen as a delegate Who is not known as 
a tried and true Harrison man,” who will 
stick to his candidate to the bitter end. 

Messrs. Reed and McKinley might as well. 
call home their missionaries. Ex- President 
Harrison is an eager, determined candidate, 
who is going to make a hard fight for the 
Presidential nomination, and who will not 
tolerate any interference with his home del- 
egates. They must get out of Indiana, or 
he will say even worse things about them. 


A COUNTY BOARD TRICK. 

After the Pucik murder and the er- 
posure of the gross mismanagement at the 
Insane Asylum the County Board deter- 
mined that it must assure the public that it 
was ignorant of past abuses and would 
prevent their repetition. So the number of 
attendants was increased, which made 
more places, and an “Advisory Board” was 
elected, composed of eminent medical men, 
whose duty it was to oversee the institu- 
tion and look closely after the welfare of 
the patients. 

But this board was made a purely orna- 
mental one, with no power whatever. It 
could recommend, but it could not order. 
If it saw anything which needed amending 
it could make a report on the subject to the 
County Board, which would refer it to a 
committee for investigation. There it 
would stick. The sole object of creating 
the board was to shift, nominally, the re- 
sponsibility for future mismanagement 
from the Commissioners to this Advisory 
Board. If anything went wrong, and the 
fact was discovered, the Commissichers 
would say, We put some eminent medical 
men in charge of the asylum, and they, not 
we, are to blame.“ 

The persons who were picked out by the 
Jommisioners as members of the Advisory 
Board were too smart to be caught in any 
such trap. Not being willing to serve as 
scapegoats they declined to accept. If 
the County Board really wanted reform it 
would give some power to the medical meu 
whom it put in charge of the asylum. Then 
they “would not refuse to serve, for they 
would have an opportunity to do some good. 
But the board does not want reform. 


THE SANITARY TRUSTEES TODAY. 

The present Board of Trustees have pur- 
chased 6,500 acres at a cost of nearly 
$2,500,000. They have let contracts ag- 
gregating $18,991,025. Seventy per cent 
of these contracts is now completed. They 
have levied and received taxes aggregating 
$5,053,513. They have sold bonds to the 
amount of $12,000,000. Their expenditures 
for right of way and construction up to 
Sept. 1, 1805, reached $16,269,191, and ali 
this without giving a reasonable ground 
for censure, making a record for honest 
and honorable dealing which is beyond re- 
proach.

Subcommit- 
tees were appointed to look after the publi- 
cation of papers and pamphlets and to en- 
deavor to form sound money clubs in every 
section of the country.

To facilitate the work an Executive com- 
mittee of nine members was appointed. The 
members were Gustav H. Schwab, Chair- 
man; Charles 8. Fairchild, Henry Hentz, 
Malcolm Graham, David H. Houghtaling, 
Louis Windmuller, A. Swanbrown, William 
J. Schiefferlin, and Joseph C. Hendrix. 

This committee conducted an active cam- 
paign, regardless of political parties, against 
free silver. Statistics were prepared, ar- 
ticles inserted in newspapers all over the 
country, and agents sent into various States 
to investigate conditions, Mr. Schwab de- 
voted unflagging energy to the work. His 
friendship for President Cleveland lent in- 
‘ spiration, 

But he went to Europe Aug. 20, leaving Mr. 
Hendrix in charge of the campaign. Mr. 
Hendrix is President of the National Union 
Bank, William C. Whitney was one of the 
organizers of this bank, and is on its Board 
ol Directors. Mr. Hendrix has been in pol- 
itics a great deal and owes much to. Mr. 
Whitney. In both politics and finance he is 
regarded. by many as the ex-Secretary’s 
agent and mouthpiece. 

As soon as Mr. Hendrix took charge of the 
Chamber of Commerce committee he com- 
menced narrowing its scope of work. He 
vetoed many plans for carrying the educa- 
tional campaign further. A poll of Con- 
gress had been made, which showed a large 
majority against silver. In the circular to 
accompany the report of this poll Mr, Hea- 
drix struck out several radical paragraphs, 
written by F. L. Chrisman, Secretary of the 
committee, making reference to the need of 
further agitation against silver. 

“The craze is over,” Mr. Hendrix ex- 
plained. There is no need of devoting more 
time to silver. The subjects we should take 
up now are the retirement of greénbacks 
and definite plans for bank currency.“ 

Very 22 — reports had been re- 
ceived of the wane of the silver craze, but 
Mr. Schwab, before leaving, had said it was 
absurd to suppose the silverites had given 
up the fight, and the committee should keep 
vigorously at work. 

On his return a few days ago Mr. Schwab 
was astonished at the change Mr. Hendrix 
had inaugurated. Mr. Schwab had a taik 
with Mr. Hendrix, and Mr. Hendrix stoutly 
maintained his position that it was time to 
drop silver. 

Mr. Schwab then went to see other mem- 
bers of the Executive committee. He ob- 
tained assurances of support from Mr. Hentz, 
Mr. Windmuller, Mr. Fairchild, and Mr. 
Brown. They all declared that to abandon 
the campaign against free silver now would 
be folly. 

At the meeting of the Chamber of Com- 
merce tomorrow Mr. Hentz, as Chairman of 
the General Committee on Sound Financial 
Legislation, will make a report of the work 
done, and recommend that the committee be 
authorized to continue its direct agitation 
against free silver. 

A few persons conversant with the condi- 
tion of the chamber’s financial campaign see 
deep politics in this. Mr. Schwab is close to 
President Cleveland and clearly represents 
his ideas on the money question. Mr. Hen- 
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George Ursprung Becomes Dangerously 
Frenzied During His Examination. 

New York, Oct. 2.— [Special. —Oge of the 
most unusual scenes ever enacted in a court- 
room occurred in the Brooklyn Court of Ses- 
sions, when a prisoner on Justice Moore’s 
order was gagged in order that the examina- 
tion in his case might be continued. The 
man became frenzied, accused a policeman 
of having brutally ill-treated him, and the 
court with desiring to kill him. The com- 
bined efforts of three brawny officers and one 
lawyer were required to subdue him. 

The man’s nume was George Ursprung, 30 
years old. He was found guilty on the com- 
plaint of Miss Anna Maloy, Ne. 487 Twelfth 
street, Brooklyn, who swore Ursprung used 
insulting language to her the evening of July 
21. The prisoner was also accused of 
running about the street with a knife in hand 
threatening the lives of several people. 

The court officers were kicked, bitten, and 
punched before the man was subdued, Then 
a large handkerchief was piaced in his mouth 
and apart of a chair rung, that had been 
broken by Ursprung, was placed between the 
man’s teeth. He fell on the floor and kicked. 
The gag worked partly from his mouth and 
the frenzied man shouted: 

They're killing me, they're killing me. 
Help, for God's sake, help.“ 

At this juncture tne jury retired and 
Ursprung was removed toa cell in the base- 
ment, where the gag was removed. He con- 
tinued shouting until the jury returned and 
found a verdict of guilty.

WHEAT NETS AN ADVANCE OF A 
CENT AFTER A WEAK START. 


Cables Do Not Show the Decline Ex- 
pected—Buying Is Started by St. 
Louis and New York—New York- 
Chicago Difference Is at One Time 


Over Six Cents—Reports of Drought 


in France Restricting Seeding— 
Street Produce and Other Markets. 
The wheat market is presenting a long 
series of daily surprises to the trade. It was 
unexpectedly strong yesterday and closed 
with a net advance of a full cent on the De- 
cember delivery. The opening for December 
was irregular from 60%c to 0e as against 
Bic at the close of the previous day, There 
was a little fag end of liquidation to take 
eare of early and the bears made a rush to 
depress prices. December, however, never 
sold lower than 60%c and quickly rallied to 
61½ . It held steady around that figure for 
some time, but late in the session made a 
further advance to 62s , and closed at 62c. 
The cables and foreign advices generally 
were more favorable than might have been 
expected considering the weakness here on 
Tuesday. Liverpool closed with spot wheat 
up 44 and futures up 4d. Antwerp was un- 
changed, while the other continental mar- 
kets showed declines. A French cable told 
of severe drought and consequent delay in 
seeding operations. In addition there was a 
report from Argentina telling of damage by 
locusts, but the trade was a little skeptical 
regarding this information. The strength in 
winter wheat markets was one of the feat- 
ures of the day. St. Louis was strong and at 
one time the spread between New York and 
Chicago widened to 6\e. 


New York and St. Louis Lead Buying. 


The early morning buying was led bx. 


brokers executing New York and St. Louis 
orders. Buying orders far outnumbered 
orders to sell, and towards the close the po- 
ple who sold early in anticipation of a fur- 
ther break were forced to come in at or above 
call price. Export clearances of wheat and 
flour were liberal at the equivalent of 335,- 
000 bu, against primary receipts of 936,000 
bu, and shipments of 419,000 bu. Northwest- 
ern receipts were 909 cars, as against 697 the 
same day last year. Local receipts were 
142 cars and another Duluth cargo of 75,000 
bu No. 2 spring, against 20,000 bu inspected 
out in small lots. There was fair demand for 
cash wheat of all kinds for milling, but the 
inquiry for No. 2 spring caused special com- 
ment. Brokers bid lc under December price 
early and later in the day spring wheat 
could have been sold at ½ to %c under. By

Supplies of Lemons from Abroad on 
the Way Here—Searcity Relieved. 
The scarcity of lemons bids fair to be relieved 
by the close of this week: The steamer Sylvia 
from Messina and Palermo has brought nearly 
27,000 boxes to New York. The boxes hold from 
130 to 150 lemons. Before Saturday the steamer 
Victoria is due from Malaga, Spain, and contains 
22,000 boxes. The Florida crop is as good as a 
total failure and the Sicily yield is short, but 
there seems to be a fair gupply in other producing 
countries. The quality, however, is only poor to 
fair. Relatively high prices are likely to rule 
throughout the year. Lemons which were hard 
to secure last week at $10.25 per box were quoted 
yesterday at $9. 10.00, The quality of the few 
emons now on sale is inferior. The insides are 
almost devoid of juice. The scarcity of lemons 
this season will undoubtedly cause large quanti- 
tities on the next crop to be put into cold storage.

Stocks in London Firm and Americans 
in Fair Demand. 


NO MOVE INALLEY L. 


FORECLOSURE PROCEEDINGS HAVE 
NOT YET BEEN BEGUN, 


Bondholders Have Not Began Action, 
Though the Delay Is Not Likely to 
He a Long One—Figures on the Lake 

Street L.“ Income and Expenses— 
Dividends Could Be Paid on a Traf- 
fie Exceeding 40,000 Passengers a 
Day—Sterling Rates Weaken. 


No move has yet been made on behalf 
of the bondhelders in the Alley L.“ to fore- 
close under the terms of the mortgage. The 
First National Bank, which is acting for the 
holders of these securities, announced some 
time ago proceedings would begin promptly 
on Oct. 2. Yesterday it was announced 
the entire matter had been put in the hands 
of the attorneys for the bank and that what- 
ever action is to be taken will be left en- 
tirely to them. The Northern Trust com- 
pany, which acts as trustee for the road, 
received no formal notice yesterday of a de- 
sire on the part of the bondholders for fore- 
closure. It is altogether probable such no- 
tice will be given within the next day or two 
and when it is given the proceedings looking 
to foreclosure of the Chicago and South Side 
Rapid Transit company will begin without 
delay. ‘There was little demand for the 
stock yesterday, but what demand there 
was was at fairly good prices considering 
the way the stock has been selling. The 
opening sale was at 8, from which it ad- 
vanced to 86, closing at 8. President Hop- 
kins of the Alley IL.“ was asked yesterday 
as to the passenger traffic of the road. It 
has been rumored traffic has increased con- 
siderably of late, but Mr. Hopkins would 
not confirm this report. All he would say 
was that the road was doing a little better 
than at the corresponding time last year. 
During July, 1894, the average number of 
passengers carried was 85,900 and that is 
practically the same as for the month of 
September. According to this the Alley L“ 
is now carrying more than 36,000 passengera 
a day. Holders of stock are very much at 
sea regarding the Alley L.“ The demand 
for the stock, which has been more active 
during the last three or four days than for 
come time previous, is principally due to 
the bellef on the part of investors that any 
change which may result from the plan of 
reorganization cannot be for the worse and 
that.there is a fighting chance of the stock 
going up. Mr. Mitchell has not called the 
committee together, though he has more 
than a majority of stock, but he expects to 
do so the latter part of this week. 

According to the reports made by the offi- 
cials of the Lake Street Elevated that road is 
now carrying more than 33,000 passengers a 
day. If that is an average which is to be 
maintained the road could not quite pay its 
fixed charges and the stockholders would 
stand rather a poor show of receiving any- 
thing in the way of dividends. The Lake 
Street Elevated railroad now has outstand- 
ing $4,484,400 in debenture 5 per cent bonds. 
This represents the bonds which were scaled 
down to 60 per cent of their face value under 
the reorganization plan. In addition to this 
there, is $974,400 in bonds which have not 
been scaled, making a total of $5,458,800 
upon which the interest amounts to $272,940, 
or $747 a day. The company has also issued 
$1,121,100 of 5 per cent income bonds and it is 
provided in these bonds that after the pay- 
ment of other interest the holders of these 
certificates shall receive 5 per cent before any 
money goes to the stockholders. This adds 
to the interest charges $56,055 a year, or $153 
more per day, making a total for interest on 
bonds of $800 a day. For the first six 
months of the year 1895 the average passen- 
gers carried by the Lake Street L“ was 
29,000 a day. The building of the extension 
on Lake street to Wabash avenue has added 
in the neighborhood of 11,000 passengers to 
the traffic of the line, Figured on that basis 
the road would carry 40,000 passengers a day, 
which would give it an income of $2,000 a 
day. During the year 1804 there was re- 
ceived from advertising, news privileges, 
and miscellaneous sources less than $20,- 
000, so that cannot be taken as amounting 
to very much in the course of the year. Ac- 
cording to the estimates of the officials of 
the road the operating expenses will be 60 
per cent of the revenue, On an income of 
$2,000 a day that would make for operating 
expenses $1,200, leaving $800 over and above 
the operating expenses, or exactly enough to 
pay interest on the various bonds of the com- 
pany.

Chicago Gas, Sugar, and Tobacco Are 
Conspicuous in the Trading. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 2.—{Special.}—Foreien ex- 
change was decidedly weaker today, and the act- 
ual selling figures recorded a further considerabie 
decline, while at the same time the largely in- 
creased supply of commercial bills, together witn 
a falling off in thee demand from remitters, fore- 
shadowed a still further recession in rates. in 
consequence of this, whatever fear of additionai 
Shipments of gold to Europe may have been 
entertained was entirely dispelled and the absence 
of this disturbing element was clearly reflected in 
u more bullish feeling relative to stock values 
than has prevailed for some time past.

The advance in Chicago Gas was due to cover- 
ing of shorts and to continued accumulation of 
stocks by the Flower ty.

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CHICAGO AND LOS ANGELES. 


Intended to Checkmate Attempts of the 
Southern Pacific to Divert Transconti- 
nental Passenger Business from This 
City to New Orleans—Shortens Present 
Time by Twelve Hour Close Connec- 
tions Made Here with Eastern Lines— 
No Agreement on Lumber Rates. 


Arrangements have been’ perfected by the 
Santa Fé which are calculated to checkmate 
the attempts of the Southern Pacific to divert 
the transcontinental through passenger busi- 
ness via New Orleans and its Southern route, 

Oct. 29 the Santa Fé will make a number 
of important changes in its train service. The 
most important of these will be the inaugura- 
tion of a daily fast limited train between 


Los Angeles in exactly three days, which is 
shorter dy halfaday than the fastest time 
heretofore made by any line. The manage- 
meat of the Santa Fé feels that its intereste 
are closely allied with those of Chicago and 
for this reason proposes to defeat the pur- 
poses of the Southern Paeifle company to 
divert the transcontinental passenger busi- 
ness from the Chicago gateway by means of 
its semi-weekly Sunset Limited train 
from New Orleans. 

The new Santa Fé train will be known as 
the California limited.“ It will leave Chi- 
cago at 6 p. m. daily, arriving at Los Ange- 
les at 6:30 p. m., San Diego at 10:30 p. m. 
the third day following. The idea of leaving 
Chicago at 6 p. m. is to enable passengers 
from the East to make close connections by 
the use of the fast trains of the Eastern trunk 
lines, thus shortenmg so much more the 
length of time required for the California 
journey from Eastern cities. No passes will 
be accepted on the California limited ex- 
cept for such of the company’s officers and 
em pioyés as are charged with its operation 
and supervision. The regular daily equip- 
ment will be limited to and express 
car, chair car, standard Puliman slee and 
dining car, and once a week a Puliman 
compartment sleeper will be added. 
All the cars will run through to Los 
Angeles. The through dining car is a 
new feature iu the service of the Santa 
Fé west of the Missouri River. 
under the management of Fred Harvey, who 
for years has had charge of Santa F6’s eating- 
houses. Thetrain will be the finest ever put 
in service between Chicago and the Pa 
coast, and will practically be a counterpart 
of the fast limited trains between Chica;
